3n repnblica ſummus al:quis Princeps, qui cf omnibus imperer,& 
zulli ſub1icratar, that is, government requireth this, that there 
ſhoulc. be indeed in the republick ſome Prince. that is Su- 
preme,both to command all,and be {ubze& to none. For this 
government hath this, great inconvenience , that hen the 
Prince doth wrong his ſubjeQs (as you protelt your King doth 
you) there is no remedy bur patience; for why, all the Judges 
under him are but his Peparies, and all che power and authort- 
ty they have of the Sword, is the K:zgs,and it can never ſtand 


with ſenſe or reaſon, that his Majeflies owz Power and Antho- 


rity can be uſed againſt Himſelf. And hence it is, that Princes 
being Leg:/lators,are above their Laws,and may diſpence with 
them as they think expedient. To this purpoſe ſais th2 Prince 
of rhe Schoolmen, Princeps non obligatur ſuts legibus, 1414 nemo 
ſbi imperat,& ſibt ipſi lrgem ingpomt; A Prince is not bound to 
to his own Eaws , becauſe. no man doth command himſelf, 


*or impoſe a Law on himſelf. Though this ſeem fitange to 1g-

For this cauſe , regimen temperatum ex Monarchia, 
Aſtriſtacratia, & Democratia mitizs eſt : its a more milde g0- 
verniment that 1s mixt of Monarchie, Ariſtocrocie , and De- 
mocracie. You do well to aime ar it, for it 1s our advice, 
Bellarmine in the ſame place ſpeaketh home to you. Preſides 
provinciarum vel civitatum ve ſint regis VIcarij, ant anni judt- 
ces, ſed wert principes , qui Cf 1mperio ſummi princips obediant,

Thus thoſe ewo famous DoRtors of. yours 
Gualter & Bullinger did write in an Epiſtle ſent tothe.Schiſma- 
ticks in; Engtand,who had oppoſed themſelves,as you dots the 
Service-hook of England.If in caſe (ſay they) any of the people 
he perſwaded that thoſe things ſavonr of Popery, let them be 
tanght to the contrary, and perfeftly inſtrutied therein: and if 
ſo be,. through the 1mportunate crying ont hereupon before the 
people by ſome men , mazy be diſquieted ; ler them beware that 
do ſo, that they brirg _ greater yoke. upon their own necks, and 
provoke Queen Elizcheth ker CAlajeſiy, and brirg many Mr- 
niſters to ſuch danger, as they c annot vid themſe/ves again, 

I will ſhew you an example hereof, which fell out 1n Ger- 
many at Magdeburge, and within the Territories of, Afar- 
queſs' Albertas.

n6n?, and laying to its charge the thing it yever knew, and ſo 
do hate it without 2 cauſe, . 
Firſt chen, here it purgeth it ſelf of all Superfticion at the.

Your Covenane was mightily called in 
queſtion, even by the Commens, and yet you forced them to 
(wear, and ſubſcribe it upon your bare word ? celling them, 
that ſince the Church men have ſworn and ſubſcribed 1t them- 
ſelves,thar rhe Commons ought to do it, 4nd follow therr Lea» 
ders, whom Godat this time hath largely furmſhed with courage 
axd connſel, for the good of his Kirk and Kingdom. 1 hear, that 
the things which you have condemned 1n your general Aſ- 
ſembly, were in the judgement of the common people of a 
contrary nature ; bur noiv, having in their Covenant ſworn 
in judgement and prattiſe, to follow the determination of the 
firſt general aflembly rhat ſhould be kepr, they are forced to 
forſake their ovn judgement, and embrace the contrary, by 
vertue of the power ofthe general aflembly. To this purpoſe 
weſay : The people are to be ſubje& to their Leaders, that if 
they err in defining any doubr,the people * vs regimms,by the 
force of our government over them, ought toerr, For in this 
blind obedience, * requritur proprie voluntatis & judicu abne- 
gatio,mancipatio & in poteſtatems ſuperioris deditio, There is te- 
quired the denyal of our own will and judgement, and a 
o1ving our ſelves over, as ſlaves in the power of our Superi- 
ours. To this purpoſe your Andrew Cant (whom I name off for 
honours fake) anſwered as he was very able to do, to thoſe 
who would have heard of him ſome reaſons for the ſubſcripti. 
on of the Covenant, which he ſoearneſtly recommended in 
Glaſgow,and never brought a reaſon for it ; he told them tru-, 
that they muſt deny learning and reaſon, and belp Chriſt 4 lift. 
And our ever honoured General, the firſt founder of our So- 
ciety, 1gnatins Lojola,tells us that Prudentia eft :mperantis non 
obedientis, Wiſdome b2longeth to the Commander, not to the 
obeyer. And therefore his ordinance is this to his followers. 
Statuere debetis wobiſcum quicquid ſuperior precipit ipſin Dei 
praceptum eſſe & wvoluntatem, atq. ut ad credenda que fidcs ca- 
tholica proponit, toto anime afſenſug, veſtro ſtatins incumbitis, ſic 
ad ea fatienda quacung, ſuperior drxerit , caco quodam impetu 
voluntatis parends cupide, ſine nlla prorſus diſquiſitione feramins, 
You ought to reſolve with your ſelves that whatſoever your 
Supertour commands you, is the, command and will of _ 
iMm-

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himſelf, -- And even as you withouc delay yield with fuil mind 
and aſſent to beleive thoſe rhings which:the Carholick faich 
propones,ſo you ought tobe carried to the doings of whatſoe- 
ver. your ſupertour ſhall ſay,with a certain blind force of a will, 
that/1s deſirous roobey. So ſaid your Cart in thar ſame Ser- 
mon at G /aſgow,while he told the people, ra whom he recom- 
mended rhe.Covenant,That he was ſent to them with a commiſ[- 
ſion from Chrift to bid them ſubſcribe the Covenant, which was 
Chriſts contratt,and that he himſelf was come. as a wooer to them 
for the bridegroom, and called upon them to come to be hand-faſted 
by ſubſcribing that contraft, And told them plainly, rhar he 
world not depart the town, till he got the names of all, who ſhou'd 
refuſe to ſubſcribe that contract, of whons he promiſed to complain 
to his Maſter, 

I have yet more matter of congratularion : for," hereas for- 
merly you did' hold that Eccletiaſtical laws do not b:ud the 
Conſcience, you do well now to maintain the contrary, And 
therefore you have defervedly depoſed,& thrult from amongſt 
you thoſe miniſters, who only offered to- ſuffer your laws to 
bind the 9utward man, and to conform with you in praZ:ſe, but 
would not covenant with you, 'nor ſwear to be of your jwdg- 
ment,As for example, They promiſed to /it at the recetving-of 
the Commuunion, / as you do fit on your tail, and thus would 
conform in praiſe with you, but they requelted-you not to 
burden heir coxſc:oxce,to believe fitting only neceſſary, and that 
kneeling is 1dolatry, The like: may be inftanc'd in all the'reft of 


the matters controverted amoneft you.Since they would there-. 


fore conform in praftiſe, and only differ in j1cgement; why 
might nor you compel them to ſubſcribe the covenant, and 
make rhem ſwear with: you before God and the world, that they 
weve convinc'd in their conſciences of the lawfulneſs of ſuch things?- 
The Scripture bids compel men to the wedding, neither-need you 
regard them, who call.your boly violence a Spaniſh inguiſition. 
- Furthermore, I am confident that you. ſhall not be ſuch 
. enemies to. our works of  Suprerogation ,. gs. formerly you 
have been > For when the King urged you to ſubſcribe'the: 


confeſſion of Faith, you refuſed it, drawing your reaſon from: - 


the very ground, which | hath produced all our workes of ſ#- 
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vererogation, Which is this, T hat 4 good work, which is done of a 
mans own accord, is more excellent than that which ;s done by 
command of a Superiogr, as you reafon learnedly in your pro- 
reſtation in September 1638, and ſo conclude, that you have 
done a more fincere work, and acceptable in *covenanting 
without authoruy, than if you should do it now at the com- 
mand of your Superiour : for, (as you ſay ) thus doing ,the more 
liberty, the leſs hypocriſie, and more ſincerity hath appeared. If 
this ground of yours be'removed, then both your Covenant, 
and our Evangelical Connſells will periſh. And yet the Ante 
covenanter Will ſay, that the Scripture calls him the good ſer- 


. vant that doth his Maſters will; and whoſoever do more than 


they are commended by their Maſters,ger 4ffricanus thanks : 
Non amo uiminm diligentes. | 

I thought to have congratulated with you, that you are moſt 
like unto us in Equivecation; for your o'vn ends, to perſwade 
the people to believe,that which your own heart knowerh to be 


| molt falſe. As for example, to perſwade the people before they 


did ſubſcribe the covenant, that it is for defence of the King,. 
againſt whom (you ſay) no man is bound by the covenant 
to riſe up in cefenſive arms : and that you are only bound ro 
ſuffer,if his Majetty were to invade you. But when they have 
ſubſcribed, then you rell them that they muſt provide armour, ' 
co 7e5ſ# the Kings comming to 1zvade you. This made many 
poor fimple men cemplain,rthat they were wronged, and:chat 
they would at leaſt be per jwred, if they ſhould do fo. Yet rhe 
Scripture 1s plain for ſach equivocation : for when the army 
ſent by the King of Syr:4,came ro Dxthan, where rhe Propher 
Eliſha was to fetch him tothe King ; the Prophet came our to 
them, and ſaid, This is not the way, netther 1s this the outy, follow 
me,and I'will bring you to the man whom you ſeek, ;But he led them 
to Samaria,the quite contrary way. Bur here'is the difference 
beriveen you and the Propher, that when he had miſled them 
and brought them ro Samaria, he did nor detain them as cap- 
tives from their Mallers,. bur faid, Set bread and wnter before 
them, that th:y may eat and drink, and go to their Maſters, 
But you &do not ſo, bur keep the in che net,. tn the which 
they are taken, that they cannor ' eſcape 3 bur muftyjoyn with 

you 
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you againſt their Maſter : co whom they (hall not return, but 
with defenſive armes ; ſuch as are not ſhield and buckler, buc 
Pike, Musket,and Canon. I commend your policy herein,for 
you knoiv , that the King doth not think , that the common 
ople did ever aim art the coxtents and conſequents of the Co- 
venant,and ſo doth not impure any di/{#yalty unto them : and 
when he ſees that you have them fo cloſe ried unto yon, they 
become your buck/er and defenſive armes ; for whoſe ſake he 
hath ſpared you, whom he thinks ro be heads of a faftion a- 
oainſt him, ſo that here »wlticudo ſociorum parit impunitatems 
criminum, And to ſpeak the truth, ſeeing he condemnech your 
zeal to religion, as if 11 were rebellion againlt him ; and yer hack 
given you ſuch way, without curbing your courſe in the be- 
ginning, we cannot bur ſay, that his innate Love to his anci. 
ent. Kingdome, whereof be hath given plentiful ceſtimonies, 
hach brought him co chis Rirair, char he hath negleRed his 
Fathers direQion, which he was taught by experience, and 
which King Chayzles will teach his Son by a dowble example-

And ſo thou ſhalt de{iroy many againſt thy will, 
which thou mighreſt ſave by the timely puniſhment of a few, 
In this point chou maiſt be more wary by my example : For 
when T had purpoſed by meeknefs, to draiv the people to the 
obedience of the laws, the contrary happened ; ſo that all was 
filled with uproares. And as for me, I got not ſo much as 
thanks for my reward, G 2 Bur 
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But go you on, and that you may more .and more perſwade 
them to adhere unto youg,tell chem as you do, . that if they 
ſhall come under che Kings power, he will utterly deſtroy 
chem ; and that his Proclamations and promiſes are not to be 
regarded, fince in your judgement he hath broken the oath at 
his Coronation, when he ſivare to God to defend his truth : 
bur ivould now, if you did not refift him, deſiroy the religion, 


- the laws and libercies of this Ghurch and Kingdome, as your 


Proreſtations and Informotions for war do fully ſhes, 
It was alſo -a notable Equivocation, whereby you thruſt 
the ſimple people from ſubſcribing the Kings Covenant, 
commanded by his Majeſty to-be ſubſcribed, ' as it was pro 
feſſed in ammo 1581, and not according to your neiv interpre= 
ration added unto it, For in the year 1581, it was a Covenanr 
drawn up at his Majeſties ſpecial Command, and by his ſpe= 
cial authority, the oath and ſubſcription was preſcribed to 
his SubjeRs, and ſo they ſware according to the-mieantng Of 
rhe King, that was the exaRer of this Oath, Sorthar whule 
bis Majeſty requireth it now tobe ſubſcribed, as it was pro» 
feſſed then, he doth it in oppoſition to this preſent time, 
wherein you have put a new Comment upon it, directly 
contrary to the meaning of King Fames, who fir{i preſcribed 
ic. And it's too evident that Jeſuiciſme and Puricaniſme were 
both- odious to him; and thar it was his chief labour (as he. 
ſfayes himſelf) to hold up that which you are caſting down, 
ſo thar one of you doth not err, while you call him your ene- 
my 1n ſuperlative, infeftifſimus hoſtis. Bur you did hinder this 
ſubſcription by a moſt excellent Equivocation., while you ſay. 
That you would be guilty of mocking of J od, and take his name in 
v4iu:ard as we are not to multiply miracles on Gods part ; ſo onght 
we not to multiply oaths and covenants on our part, and thus to 
play with oaths as children with toyer, Thus the people who 
were with-holden. from the Covenant, think that. all was 
true, Which you ſaid, not obſerving that it was an. quivoca- 
tion : and alſo a pia fram : for if they had bur obſerved your 
practice, they would have ſeen it contrary to this reaſon of 
yours; for ho'v oft have you ſworn and ſubſcribed your.own 
covenant ? At Edimburgh where you made it, .ic was Sem

Burt rake your meaning to be, that that oath of rhe Kings 
Covenant oughr to be taken, as we thought to bave done with 
the Oath of Allegiance taken by Roman Catholikes in Eng- 
land.. The King with his Councel uſed all the wit and pru- 
dence that could be had, to cauſe them to take the oath with- 


.out any Equivocation, or mental reſervation, and that they 


ſhould rake no d:ſpenſation from the Pope, for taking ſuch an 
oath : ſo that inthis caſe, it was made fo clear, that both the 
preſcriber and the taker of the oath could nor differ, but be of 
one mind, Burt our Paſcenius did laugh this diligence to 
ſcorn, and found out a pretty way to elude ſuch an oath, by 
telling chem; that if the Pope did diflolve that oath, and 
declare it unlawful, chey were no mote tied to ſuch an oath.

marvellous thing,if it be openly declared that the oath is un- 
juſt, ic doth oblige no man, but by the faR it ſelf it is null: 
Now this oth of che King is ſufficiently declared by the Pa- 
ſtar of the Church himfelf ro be unjuſt, Now thou Ceeſt that 
the obligation of it is evaniſhed in ſmoak : ſo that, chat bond, 
which by ſo many wiſemen was thought to be ſtrong as iron, 
1s weaker than a Rope of Straw. 

Thus it vas with your Covenant, King Charles was very 
careful ro have 1t ſubſcribed according to his Fathers mean- 
Ing, who did preſcribe the oath amo 1581. and his o'vn 
meaning, which was the ſame with his Fathers, who appro- 
ved Eprſcopacy and Perths eArticles, So that all Equivocation 
1s here Cdluded : But (this Paſcemm trick makes all clear Jif 


Dickson or Henderſon, &c. (hill diſſolve this oath,and declare ' 


it unlawful, ir hath no force, as being not according to the re- 
ality of the things themſelves : and thus, are none more tied 
to the King by Covenant, but may break it as eafily as Samp- 
ſon did his cords, and muſt run your courſe againſt his Maje- 
ſity. 1 might inft on many inſtances to prove Equivocation 
amongſt you, if it were needful, but I am confident you ſhall 
not be ſuch enemies ro it in time to come. 

Moreover, your pre fraudes have not a little advanced your 
courſes, for though the general cauſe of all ts uproar was 
pretended to be for defence of religion, laws and liberties, 
yet (to ſpeak under the Roſe) it flowed from private cauſes 
and reſpe&as;for (rot to ſpeak.of the contempt of Monarchy, 
not of private fretting againſt Soveraignty by maleconrents) 
the courſe his Majeſty was taking with therithes, co deliver 
the miniſtry, and meaner fort of the Laicy from thar which 
was counted bondage and flavery, . made many fret to ſee 
themſelves robbed of that clientely and dependance. of the 
Clergy and Laity, and of that powerg command and ſuperi- 
ority, Which by the tye of tithes they did enjoy. Some had 
their private quarrels againſt the Biſhops, . many could not 
abide ro ſee them preferred to b2 on his Majelties Counſel, 
&c., And 3 great hatred was-wvorking againſt them, for being 
the chic inſtruments that the, Miniſters , maintenance, was 
augmented, and many- of the Tithes reſtored back 3g,

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.to the King, and that ir- was nothing but che Maſs turned ine 
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which mile many think that in che end all the tithes, and 

Church-iands would return to the ancient owner, whereby | 

many would be brought to a poor eſtate, if the tithes were 

taken from, them, and ſome wao have made Churches their 

habitation, would not have a dwelling place at all; and ſome 

others being ambictous of prefecment. both in Church and 

Policy, were no ſmall cauſes of all this uproar.

change the Religion. -That your Biſhops were Penlioners to 
the Pope, arid that all, who would not ſubſcribe your Cove- F. | 
nantzare Papilts ; truly he commended your Policy, . to catch 
children wich wiles,and men with lies. * The aſperſions you 
have caſt upon King, Biſhops, and Anticovenanters will 
make you noble, It's a good policy fill to complain of 
Court and Sfite,, and to pry intogreat mens lives, to pick 
out ſome faulr, and to. make faults where we find none : fill 
with £bſalom ſaying, The men who have good and rights 
cauſes have no man to heat them, Oh that I were made Judge 
in the land, that every man which hath any ſuit or cauſe, might 
come unto me,and 1 would ds hims juice, Thus the filly mulri- 
rude ill lightly apprehend that you are blameleſs, who do 
ſo narrowly try, and cry out againſt, the faults of others, 3 
whom -howbeir you do not wound, yet in the vulgar opinion 
you do greatly. tain andblor them, 

Finally, we hive both ſuffored much of our enerriies for our 
prafiice againft Kings and Princes, in cutting them away that 
are enemies tothe religion.. ,\W'e need nor be aſk.amed rg con- 
feſs, that the armour Wherewith ſuch Kiugs are killed,ate for-" 
oed in oxr hop: your know that Hacker and Coppinger who
